fair that entirely depends on his own Authority ; 
fo that at prefent the Matter is not in the bef bi 
tuation between the two Courts, and ‘tis feascd 
may occaflon a Rapture. A Diſpote has happened 
upon a Point of Ceremonial between Cardinal Al- 
than Viceroy of Naplee, and the facred College; 
the Mattet of the Dilpute was about the Lectets of 
Compliment and Congratulation which ufually pafe 
between them at Chriftmas, in which the Cardinal 
has followed the Method obferved by lecular Vice- 
roye; the Congregation for Matters Ceremonial 
has determined, that no Aofwer ſhould be eetyr- 
ned to the Cardinal's Letter.
